After 
launch, control of the mis¬ 
sion will be exercised from 
this Space Flight Operation 
Center at JPL. 

Thirty - seven subcontrac¬ 
tors to the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory provide instru¬ 
ments and hardware for the 
Block Three Rangers A, B, C, 
and D. These contracts 
amounted to $32.5 million.

Chandler Phillips, scientist and engineer who 
spoke to the National Health Federation Conven¬ 
tion at the Biltmore Hotel in Los Angeles Saturday 
evening, January 4th, cast new light on mental ill¬ 
ness — as well as physical illness. Air pollution he 
pointed out is probably the greatest health hazard 
in great American cities, particularly the Los Angeles 
metropolitan communities. 

GASOLINE ADDITIVES ARE TOXIC POLLUTANTS 

Tearing aside the screen of secrecy and mis¬ 
representation which political expediency has cast 
over the subject, Mr, Phillips declared bluntly that it 
IS the lead and the sulphur which are used in the 
refining and producing our modern "fancy" gasoline 
that makes the air we breath so lethally toxic. 

Two thousand tons of sulphur are used per day 
in the manufacture of gasoline in the Los Angeles 
area, stated Mr. Phillips. Only infinitesimal amounts 
of this sulphur remains in the gasoline. Almost all of 
this sulphur is volatilized into the atmosphere to pro¬ 
duce pollution in the form of sulphur dioxide and as 
the moisture content of the air increases it becomes 
sulphuric acid. This Is one of the most corrosive and 
destructive compounds known to chemistry, and no 
informed and sane person can deny the inevitably 
destructive effect this must have on delicate living 
tissues even in extremely small amounts. 

Lead Is the other lethally cumulative toxic 
substance used in vast quantities in refining our 
"superior" modern gasoline. There is enough lead 
In one gallon of gasoline to poison one and one-half 
million cubic feet of air. Mr. Phillips stated that the 
Inventor of this lead process, not realizing its deadly 
nature inhaled much of it in his experimental re¬ 
search and became hopelessly Insane and commit¬ 
ted suicide. Numbers of his assistants, also not reallz-

and insanity. In six hundred children tested, 23 cases 
showed lead poisoning. 

In this connection Mr. Phillips cited the con¬ 
sumption of tons of tranquilizers which are being 
consumed per year since the introduction of leaded 
pollution into our atmosphere. Also the correlated 
fact that the number of patients in our mental hos¬ 
pitals is equal to, and will soon surpass the number 
in hospitals for physical illness. 

DUBIOUS BENEFITS OF TOXIC POLLUTION 

Why do we subject our health and our lives to 
this lethal hazard? is it because we HAVE to use 
lead and sulphur in production of gasoline? Are the 
benefits of this kind of gasoline so great that it is 
worth the hazard? Are one or two miles extra per 
gallon, a few miles per hour more speed worth these 
hazards? Or is it impossible to produce gasoline 
without using lead and sulphur? This last question 
can be answered by the fact that one refinery in 
the middle west is now producing clean white gasoline 
without using lead or surphur and at competitive 
prices and good performance. 

Isn't it about time that the people in this area 
get fed up with the political run-around in air pollu¬ 
tion and demand gasoline without sulphur or lead, 
After-burners and other devices do not reduce the 
toxcity of either lead or sulphur — in fact may even 
increase it my making it more volatile. The only 
remedy for air pollution is to stop the pollution at 
the source — in the refining process. Outlaw use of 
gasoline containing lead or sulphur or other toxic 
substances in the refining processes.

Indeed, I don’t know of 
anything else which has 
focused a.s much widespread 
admiration on Sierra Madre 
as has the Search and Res¬ 
cue Team — and probably 
there never would have 
been such an organization 
had it not been for Freddie 
La Lone because he knew

was the ideal leader and 
strategist. 

It was purely out of the
